rTlHERE wouldn't tic anything re- 
A markahle about this — except thai 
Dr. Grant ic blind. And for 1 1 months 
she's been visiting 19 countries, doing 
all the things other tourists do. 

Twelvc year* ago durtors diagnosed thai 
she had at utf' glaw oiua — a disease which 
destroys ihr visual nerve fibres. Eight opera- 
tions failed to hah the disease, so she had 10 
adjust ro a life of darkness. 

Hcr normal teaching career was disrupted-, 
but Dr. Grant! a widow, got a job at the 
Washington Irving High School in Los 
Angeles. 

The srhool has 2(KX) children, of whom 14 
arc blind- 
She has the blind children 
one lesson a day — to talk to 
them and help with their 
braille and typewriting. 

"People often forget that 
these are normal children." 
Dr. Grant said. "I don't even 
think of diem as being handicapped. The>' 
work, play, and think the same as other chil- 
dren. The only difference is they ran 1 ! see 

"1 could we till 12 yearn ago, so I have 
lieen on both sides of the fence. 

"I think, the mistake all people make is to 
thiok of a sighted person as 1 00 per cent, 
perfect, to think of the impressions of a 
sighted person as the true one.' 

The story of a Utile blind girl, Julia, illus- 
trates Dr. Grant's view. 

Julia had been walking through the town 
during a heavy fug. She rushed up to Dr. 
Gram in the classroom arid said, "Oh, I 
came through a rloud codav. It was just 
like soapsuds on my face.** 

"A sighted child wouldn't have experienced 
that sensory perception," said Dr. Grant. "She 
would have complained of nut being able Us 
see an inch in front of her. 

"Which is the right impression) 1 Who can 
s-ty that the blind child's isn't the right tine?" 

Dr. Grant ieels thai people who have been 
l*jrn blind have less of a problem. They 
have only our impression and so do not feel 
confused or frustrated. Dr Gram lives 
alone in an apartment in Los Anqelus. She 
rooks and washes lor herself

'I heir plight so impressed Dr. Grant ihM 
she stayed six mnnths in Pakistan, though she 
intended unly to slay six weeks.

discuss education for the blind. 

She has an amusing story to irll ol her cU" 
in Pakistan. „.

Dr. Grant ■j philosophy is: "Illindriess 11 
wliat you make it" And she has tackled her 
blindness with intelligence, a sense •* 
humor, charm— and no self-pity.

New, it is a shame to put i 
great deal of care into ihe 
making of a dress, and then, 
through sheer laiiness, nmit 
the lining. 

For it u laziness, 1 waj •> 
hid offender myself, until 1 
realised it took so little extra 
time to include a lining, and 
'hat the lining made such a 
liig difference to the appear- 
ance of a skirt, especially 
afteT a few wearings. 

Hut how does one know 
when in line a skirl if lining 
» not called for in the pat- 



That's easy. With the ex- 
ception of pastel cotton 
dimes. ALWAYS line a «lim 
skirt- 

i.ighl-rolnt'ed cotturts .ire 
excluded because they are 
probably tubbed Frequently 
and, although most liiu'n^ fab- 
rics ore washable, their per- 
centage, of shrinkage may dif- 
fer from that of the outer 

fabric. 

For a full skin, fining is 
optional. 

I Tirornmend lining circu- 
lar skirts, especially if rhey 
ate of soft fabrics, such as silk 
or sheer wool. 

What kind of lining should 
M used? 

Linings 

For slim skirts the soft- 
woven fabrics that arc made 
nf all areiatc are the best. 

This ryjie of fabric comes 
in a crisp finish for interfac- 
ing, hut always use the soft, 
supple finish for lining. 

Use this same lining if the 
bodice and sleeves of the gar- 
ment arc m be lined, and for 
soft collars. 

For circular skirls, use the 
same lining or a soft non- 
woven fabric serving as a 
built-in petticoat. 

Here are some hints on how 
lo cui out and deal with a 
•.kin lining: 

1. Handle the lining exactly 
as you do the outer fabric. 

2. To cut out the fining, use 
the same pattern pieces as for 
the outer fabric, unless special 
lining pieces are included in 
the pattern. 

3. Mark darts on the lining,

tionally bulky, then mark

The hints numbered I, 2, 
3, 4, 5 apply iu principle to 
lining the other pattern pieces 
of the garment — for example; 
sleeves or btidire — when such 
pieces are lined. 

6. Machine-snub the darts 
in both lining and outer lahric 
together (after tacking if 
necessary ). 

7. Before machine-stitching 
the skirt side seams, take an 
approximate hem measure- 
ment. Now cut the lining so 
thai it is about I J inches 
shorter than Ihe hemline. 

8. When hemming ihe skirt, 
catrh your stitches to the lin- 
ing, but do not go through the 
outer fabric 

Interfacings 

f am often asked the dif- 
ference between woven and 
non-woven interfacing. 

Woven interfacing is a 
woven fabric with crosswise 
and lengthwise grain. Tailor's 
canvas is a woven interfacing. 
Finn cotton and sume types 
of linen, or even other "dress" 
materials which suit ihr fabric 
of ihr garment, are also used 
as woven interfacing. 

Woven interfacing should 
be cut out as tuner fabrics — 
by following the "straight of 
ttrain" line on the pattern. 

Non-woven interfacing is 
made of fibres pressed together 
[and not of woven threads) 
and is like a fine, smooth felt 
in that it hits no grain. 

It has become vecy popular 



in recent years, the big advan- 
tage bring that it can be cut 
in any direction without any 
attention to grain line. 

Which should be used? A 
good idea is lo try both, and 
see which you prefer, but 
W'livrn interfacing is always 
besi lor collars. 

Also keep in mind the vari- 
ous weights of both as against 
the weight of the fabric to be 
interfaced. There will be 
time* -when one will not do, 
whereas the uther is perfect. 

Beginners slinuld not con- 
fuse ioieifaeing wiih lining. 

Slip-Stitch 

When you slip-stitch, ihe 
stitches arc completely con- 
cealed between folds of ihe 
fabric. 

To slip-stitch a folded edge, 
fold the edges towards each 
(idler, then hold the fabric 
with your teft forefinger be- 
tween the two folded edges. 

Nmy slip the needle in one 
fold first, then in the other 
(see illustration below). 

When the thread is finally 
pulled through, the ftildrd 
edges lie flat against each 
other and no stitches show.

Began at school 

Sue, whose Olympic selection 
gives her the distinction of be- 
ing the firsl woman to rcprc- 
m'iii Australia as a diver over- 
seas, firsl tackled the sport three 
seasons ago. when she was a 
smdi*nt at the Presbyterian 
ladies' Clolley,r, Pyniblr, 
N.S.YV. 

She'd never really liad any 
ambition to t*ke il up serjouslv, 
Inn she warned lo learn ;i fanes 
dive far the school swimming 
championships. So she taiie-lu 
herself. And won! 

This victory spurrctd her on 
to greater and prettier rlivin.tr.
